Members of Investigating Committee 
Intimate They Will Find in Favor 
of Sanitarium Superintendent. 


A clash between Dr. 8S. W. Merritt, 
superintendent of the Battle Hill sani- 
tarium, and Dr. R. R. Daley, president 
of the Anti-Tuberculosjg Society, 
loomed big when the short and ugly 
word was passed during the probe by 


the counci!manic committee yesterday | 


afternoon. From the witness ch@ir, 
Doctor Merritt demanded definite 
charges as to alleged “improper con- 
duct” intimated by Dr. Daley. 

Friends of “the two physicians, 
izing the tensity of the situation, kept 
the men apart after the committee 
had abruptly .broken cff the hearing 
by deciding not to hear any mgre tes- 
timony. Attorney John E. McClelland, 
representing the complainants, declar- 
ed that he was satisfied the commit- 
tee would exonerate Superintendent 
Merritt, but intimated ’that he would 
earry the fight to council to prevent 
the approval of the verdict of the com- 
mittee. 

Commends Merritt's Work. 

“T would be able to render my ver- 
dict in five minutes,” declared Chair- 
G. Humphrey. “We have 
heard testimony on both sides, and all 
that has developed during the hearing 
has served only to show the good 
work of Dr. Merritt and the efficiency 
of the sanitarium.” 

Other members of the committee in- 
timated that.they wculd find in favor 
of Dr. Merritt with a possible recom- 
mendation to council that changes be 
made in the rules. The committee 
held a brief executive session before 
the hearing was resumed at 5 o'clock, 
and decided to hear no more testimo- 

ny upen the eonelusion of Dr. Merritt's 
statement, 

“Woe willl agree to allow cross-ex- 
amination of Dr. Merritt on his state- 
ment, or hear any other witnesses 
who might be here ready to testify,” 
Chairman Humphrey explained, “but 
the committee will not adjourn the 
session today to hear testimory at 
another time.’ 

Merritt Explains Charges. 

For more than an hour Dr. Merritt 

oeccupled the witness stand, explaining

in detall every charge made against 
him. He declared that he severed nis 
connection with the Anti-Tuberculosis 
Society because they did not interest 
him. He. charged that Dr. Daley’s 
idea of being in touch with Battle 
Hill seemed to “infer that he have 
a lion’s paw grip upon the manage- 


Explaining why he did not 
meetings of the Anti-Tu- 
berculosis Society, Dr. Merritt said:

Sweeping Statement Made. by 
Vice President Murdock, 


WICKERSHAM. MAKES: DENIAL 


After Conference Murdock Amends 
Charge---Employees and Road 
Score Before Arbitration Board. 


Deliberate and continued violation 
of speed laws by railroads all over 
the country was charged at the Tues- 
day afternoon session of the Georgi& 
strike arbitration by Vice President 
James Murdock, of the Brotherhood of 


Railway Trainmen. 

President Charles A. Wickersham, of 
the Atlanta and West Point road, who 
was sitting on the arbitration board as 
the representative of the railroad side, 
was on his feet instantly denying the 
charge and appealing to Mr. Murdock 
to withdraw it from the record. 

The session was suspended while the 
arbitration board and Mr. Murdock 
conferred in undertones at thé bench, 
resulting in the labor leader with- 
drawing his statement from the offi- 
cial record, but not retracting the 
charge. 

Kaow Speed Laws Are Drolten. 

“Every railroad official-in this coun- 
try knows that speed laws are being 
violated every day,’ were the words 
of Mr. Murdock, spoken with great 
earnestness. “All good railroad men 
sanction the violation, from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific ocean, and they 
will keep on violating the speed laws 
in their own discretion and judgment.”

Wanted Question Ruled Out. + 

Objection to Supérintendent. Brand's 
line of argument was advanced by Mr. 
Murdock, who appealed to Judge Wil- 
liam L. Chambers to rule out the ques- 
tions regarding the violation of the 
speed laws. In his role of leading 
counsel for the labor organizations, 
Mr. Murdocks sat beside his associate, 
Vice President T. A Gregg, of the 
Order of Railway Conductors, and was 
quick to make similar objection many 
times during the session Tuesday and 
to force the railroad officials to stick 
close to the point of the bulletin vio- 
lation charged to Paschal. 

On the occasion of this particular 
objection Mr. Brand insisted that his 
questions were relevant, tending to 
prove wanton violation of rules by, 
Conductor Paschal. Then fylT6Wer,Mr. 
Murdock’s sweeping charge of vidla- 
tion of the speed laws by railroads all 
over the country, as defense of Paschal 
for his daring to risk a violatior.¢ 
this occasion. 

After the appeal of President Wick- 
ersham, and the conference with the 
arbitrators, Mr. Murdock announced 
that he would withdraw his original 
charge and substitute a statement as 
follows: 

The Substitute Statement. ‘ 

‘It is a well-known fact that the 
railroad trains have at times exceeded 
the speed limit, and that the officials 
find it impossible to keep check on 
such violations. There have been many 
violations of the speed limit on the 
Georgia railroad, causing the train- 
master to issue a bulletin recently or- 
dering the men to discontinue, if they 
had been exceeding the limits, all such 
violations.” 

In spite of the objection by Mr. Mur- 
dock, the railroad officials continued 
to question Conductor Chandler on the 
stand about speed violations. They 
scored what they deem a distinct point 
in the arbitration by backing up from 
Conductor Chandler’s and other testi- 
mony the following charge: 

“That Conductor Paschal knew when 
he left Conyers that he had only‘ 
twelve minutes in which to run the six 
miles to Lithonia without running be- 
yond his engineer's time, which would 
have required a rate of thirty miles an 
hour, while the Georgia haw prescribes

twenty-five as the limit for that kind 
of freight. . 
“That he, therefore, knew he was 


bound to violate one or the other of 
these two laws and should have held 
nis train at Conyers.” 

Here Is the Union Side. 


The counter-argument of the labor 
side, brought out by the evidence of 
Engineer C. E. Ballard, Engineer M., 
Shedd and Conductor A. L. Chandler, 
was substantially as follows: 

“That according to the general un- 
derstanding of the Georgia railroad 
conductors and engineers as to the 
meaning of the bulletin of November, 
1911, Paschal followed instructions lit- 
erally 

“That the responsibility of obeyins 
the 16-hour law rests solely upon the 
railroads, and the employees have only 
to follow the bulletin instructidéns as 
they understand them; . 

“That Paschal actually did follow, 
instructions of the bulletin, as well as 
the experience of past procedure, in 
carrying his train through to Lithonia, 
Ga., before stopping.” 

Labor Rests in First Clause. 


With their case thus made out, with 
regard to the actual violation charged 
to Paschal, the labor leaders annotnc- 
ed at 3:30 o'clock Tuesday afternoon 
that their side would rest on the evi- 
dence ‘presented, under the proviso of? 
the first clause of the arbitration 
agreement. Under this agreement the 
arbitration is to be divided into two 
parts—first, the arbitration of the 
question, “Did Paschal actually violate 
the bulletin order?” and, second, “In 
the event that he did violate it, was 
the discipline administered fair and 
reasonable?”

that-the inspector should be instructea 
to notify recalcitrant offenders,‘ and if 
no effort is made then-to comply with 
the law that they be put in,the cate- 
gory of offenders and prosecuted. 
. The.board adopted ‘the resolution al- 
lowing fifteen days’ notice ,.to second 
time offenders, instructing Inspector 
MeMichael to notify them through reg- 
istered’ mail ang demand.a written re- 
sponse as a matter of record.

TOAWE MOSLEM 
Preparations Made to Prevent 
Qutbreak in Constantinople, 


READY 10 LAND 2,000 MEN 


Bulgarians Are Still Attacking Out- 
posts of Turkish Capital---Powers 
Reach No Agreement. 


Constantinople November i12.—tThe 
Porte has applied direct to Bulgaria 
seeking to arrange an armistice, ac- 
eording to the reports current in the 
capital. 


Washington, November 12.—A land- 
ing force of at least 2,000 men is now 
available from the international fleet 
in the harbor of Constantinople and 
could be instantly sent ashore should 
a Moslem outbreak endanger the lives 
of foreigners in the Turkish capital. 
This force is considered by the state 
department to be fully adequate to 
meet any emergency that might arise 
jeopardizing the safety of the nation- 
ajs represented by the score of vessels 
mobilized in the Ottoman harber and 
any anxiety previously felt for Ameri- 
cans is entirely relieved by assurances 
made to the department today that 
Russia will assume responsibility for 
the safety of all citizens of the United 
States. 

There are at present in the harbor 
at‘ Constantinople eleven warships: 
Two British, two Russian, two French, 
two Italian, two <Austrian,. and one 
German, in addition to the representa- 
tives regularly maintained there 
the different powers. Another German 
vessel, a Spanish, and a ‘Dutch vessel, 
as well as two Italian ships are ex- 
pected to reach Constantinople tonjgnt 
or tomorrow.

DEATH OF SECTIONALISM. 


Tafts Thinks Wilson’s Victory Means 


Broader Nationalism---The South 
Has Come Into Her Own. 


Washington, November 12.—A greater 
opportunity to give the south a “feel- 
ing of hership” in the government 
will be given the Woodrow Wilson 
administration than was accorded the 
Present republican regime, President 
Taft told the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy at the opening session of 
their annual convention here. 

The president declared that “circum- 
stances have rendered it more difficult 
for a republican administration than 
for a democratic one to give our south- 
ern brothers and sisters the feeling of 
close relationship and ownership in the 
government of the United States” ac- 
tivity of southerners in official life con- 
Sequent to democratic control of the 
government, he said, woulg give the 
south a feeling of partnership in the 
conduct of the countries affairs that 
would do much toward ‘eliminating sec- 
tional feeling. 

Many Daughters Heard Taft. 

A great crowd of the daughters gath- 
ered at the opening ‘welcome’ session” 
of the convention to hear the president. 
Mrs. Marion Butler, president of the 
District ‘of Columbia division of the 
daughters presided and delivered the 
opening address of welcome. Cuno H. 
Rudolph, president of the district com- 
mission welcomeg the daughters on be-. 
half of the city and the president fol- 
low ed. 

President Taft said the occasion that 
brought the daughters together was 
“not the mourning at the bier of a lost 
cause,” but that they met to celebrate 
the hervism, courage and sacrifice of 
the men of the south. He dectared -

Constantinople Quiet. 
Advices to the state department in- 
dicate that Constantinople remains en- 
tirely quiet, and that precautionary 
measures already have been adopted 
by the Turkish government. The em- 
bassy -at Constantinople has informed 
the department of the decision of the 
Ottoman government to consider coal 
as contraband of war.

The silence 
may imply that the Turks are making 
a better defense than had been ex- 
pected. On the other hand it is ru- 
mored that Turkey 
to arrange an armistice. 

In the other fields of war operations 
the progress of the allies is slow. The 
Serviags and sreeks have not yet 
reached Monastir, where it is réported 
Ali Riza Pasha, the ex-Turkish min- 
ister of war, has $50,000 troops pre- 
pared to offer a vigorous resistance.

North and south met and clasped 
hands over the dead of the confederacy 
in Arlington National cemetery today, 
when the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy~ laid the cornerstone of a 
— monument to the confederate 


After former Secretary of the Navy 
Hilary A. Herbert, with pomp ang cir- 
cumstance, had laid the cornerstone 
and W: J. Bryan had pronouneed a 
dedicatory oration, lauding the dissipa- 
tion of sectionalism, the formal pro- 
Sram of the day was concluded. But 
Colonel Herbert, as master of cere- 
monies, surprised the throng of.spec- 
tators by calling upon General James 
Tanner, of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, for the final word from the 
north to the south. ’ 

Leaning heavily on hig stick Cor- 
poral Tanner raised his hands over 
the crowd, and pleaded for the ulti- 
mate elimination of sectional feeling. 

“To you of the young generation,” 
he said, turning to the Daughters of 
the Confederacy crowded about, “I 
appeal for the establishment of true 
community of feeling between the north 
and the south. You can form no con- 
ception of the community of feeling 


‘that exists between the old Johnny 


Reb and the old-time Yank.” 

From the little group of old men in 
faded gray, who swung their tattered 
stars and: bars over the new-laid gor- 
nerstone a shrill “rebel yell” arose, 
and from then. on, the talk of Corporal 
Tanner was punctuateq with cheers. 
He.was interrupted with a sound of 
applause when he claimed Virginia as 
his “graveyard.” 

“For,” he explained, “I was mustered 
out of the unton army at the setond 
Bull Run by Stonewall Jackson's ,ar- 
tillery,” and, resting his stick against 
the table before him, the old soldier 
waved his trembling hands at the 
southern veterans below. 


Veterans and Widows. 


A great crowg of spectators covered 
the grave-studdeg lawn of the confed- 
erate section of the cemetery about 
the site of the new monument. Hun- 
dreds of members of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy; wearing their 
red and white ribbons, surrounded the 
stand, where sat the confederate vét- 
erans. A group of aged women in som- 
ber black, widows of confederate 
dead, Colonel Herbert, Mr. Bryan, and 
the officers of the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy were seated on 
the platform. 

Colonel Herbert in his address re- 
joiced at the unflfication of the coun- 
try, north and south, and reviewed at 
length the causes and events of the 
civil war. ‘The present,” he gaid, “‘is 
the era not only of honors to the 
dead, but of justice to the motives 
and patriotism of both union ang con- 
federate soldiers.” 

Mr. Bryan praised the work of. the 
Daughters of the Confederacy in erect- 
ing the monument, and lauded the 
spirit that prompted north and south to 
join in healing wounds caused by the 
war. 

“Let this monument,”. he said, “be 
emblematic of our nation's unity of 
aim and purpose. Standing on the 
line that on¢e separated the two un- 
friendly sections, it becomes a bond of 
unity and breathing the spirit of Him 
who laid the foundations of a univer- 
sal brotherhood, it will be to the 
country a promise of never-ending 
good will.” 

About the cornerstone as it was 
lowered into place stood Colonel Her- 
bert, Mrs. Frank G. Odenheimer, first 
vice president of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy; Corporal Tanner and Miss 
Mary Lee, daughter of the southern 
commander-in-chief, Robert E. Lee. 

The monument is to occupy a plot 
in the center of the confederate sec- 
tion of the national cemetery, where 
are buried 260 of the men who died 
in the southern cause. 

To Push Work on Shaft. 


After the laying of the cornerstone 
work on the confederate shaft is to 
be pushed without delay and officers 
of the Daughters of the Confederacy 
hope to unveil the monument before 
the reunion of union and confederate 
veterans at Gettysburg battlefield next 
July. Sir Moses Ezekiel, the sculptor, 
has practically completed the design, 
in which a woman, typifying the south, 
extends a laurel Wreath over the 
graves of the dead, while her left hand 
rests upon a plow. 

The bodies of confederate soldiers in 
Arlington were brought from the little 
out-of-the-way graveyards and prison 
cemeteries throughout the country. 
The bodies were brought under an act 
of congress passed some years agé, 
setting aside a plot tn Arlington for 
the burial of confederate’ soldiers. 
When President Taft was secretary of 
war he granted to the District of Co- 
lumbia branch of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy permission to 
erect the monument to the confederate 
dead. Later the aid of the entire or- 
ganization throughout the south was 
enlisted. . 

In a metal box placed in the corner- 
stone will rest a copy of the act of 
congress authorizing the burial of the 
confederate dead in Arlington, a copy 
of Secretary of War Taft’s letter au- 
thorizing the raising of the monu- 
ment and tiny silk replicas of the state 
flags of the various southern states 
and one bearing the Stars and Stripes 
for the District of Columbia.: The war 
department co-operated with the 
daughters in making arrangements 
for the laying of the cornerstone. The 
Fifteenth cavalry band furnished 
music for the program.

President-Elect Intends to Stick to 
Open Door Policy---“‘In ta 
Everybody.” 


Princeton, N. J., November 12.— 
President-elect Woodrow Wilson pro- 


poses to keep the door to his private 


office in the white house always open 


and accessible to the public, he an- 
nounced today. 

Governor Wilson said he had decided 
to maintain as far as possible the 
“open door” policy which he inaugu- 
rated at Trenton. During his term as 
governor he has insisted that the door 
to his private office never be closed 
while he is in it. 

“Are you going to keep 
door at Washington, too?” 
asked. 

‘IT hope so,” he replied. “I dont 
know what the arrangements are in 
the white house, but I intend to so 
far as posible.” 

No “Locked Doors” at White House. 

His idea is that the executive of a 
state or a nation should have no “lock- 
ed door” conferences or transact any 
business in hi8 private office that the 
public could not actually see {' they 
cared to, 

“When I first took office as gov- 
ernor,”’ he said, “I was surprised at the 
number of people who wanted to talk 
to me behind the back of their hands 
and in whispers.” 

The governor has never been in the 
executive offices in Washington, but 
one of the correspondents drew for 
him a diagram of its interior, indicat- 
ing that there were two doors to the 
left of the entrance which if left open 
would carry out the idea of giving the 
public a view of who is talking to the 
president in his office. The future 
president will depend upon the secret 
Service men, Of course, to keep out 
cranks and will have a system of ap- 
pointments, but the custom as observed 
in Trenton has been that between ap- 
pointments the governor is “in to ev- 
ery body.” 

The governor had a busy day in 
Trenton. The ante-room leading to 
his office was crowded with visitors 
and a great part of the time he moved 
around among them.

Poultry dealers appeared before the 
ordinance committee Tuesday after- 
noon_.and urged that the committee 
take action immediately in view of 
the approach ofthe Thanksgiving holi- 
day. <As the ordinance stands it will 
prohibit the slaughter of poultry in 
corner grocery stores,.and does away 
with the necessity of tagging when 
taken from cold storage.

Diver of Murder Car Tums 
States Evidence, 


Shapiro Tells Jury How He Drove 
Gunmen to Hotel and How Rosen- 
thal Was Killed. 


New York, November 12.—William 
Shapiro, co-defendant of the four gun- 
men indicted as the actual slayers of 
the gambler, Herman Rosenthal, to- 
day turned state's evidence. 

Testifying at the gunmen’s trial for 
murder, Shapiro identified the quar- 
tet—"Lefty Louie,” “Gyp the Blood,” 
“Whitey Lewis” and “Dago Frank” 
Cirofici—as his passengers in the 
“murder car’ Which he drove to the 
Hotel Metropole, whgre Rosenthal met 
his death. He saw them get out of 
the machine, he swore, heard the shots 
fired and declared that when they 
came back to the machine they had 
revolvers in their hands. 

“Gyp the Blood,” Shapiro said, had 
placed a revolver to his head and or- 
dered him to “hurry and drive away.” 
He tad heard “Dago Frank” say, he 
teatified, that Police Lieutenant 
Becker, since convicted of instigating 
the murder, had “fixed the cops.” 

Shapiro's appearance as a state wit- 
ness was one of the results, accord- 
ing to District Attorney Whitman, of 
the death of “Big! Jack” Zelig, leader 
of the gang of east side thugs to 
which the gunmen belonged. 

Got His Nerve Back. 

Shapiro stated on the stand today 
that he had heretofore refused to 
identify the gunmen through fear of 
being killed. 

“Shapiro told me,” explained Mr. 
Whitman after court adjourned, “that 
he was afraid if he testified against 
the gunmen ‘Jack’ Zelig would have 
him ‘éroaked.” When Zelig was killed 
Shapiro got his nerve back and de- 


cided to tell the truth.” 

Mr. Whitman added that the indict- 
ment against Shapiro would in all 
probability be dismissed. 

The witness told his story in a low 
monotone, looking straight ahead and 
avoiding the angry glares of the four 
gunmen, who sat bent forward tn their 
seats all the time he was testifying. 

Shapiro told of receiving a telephone 
message the night of the murder and 
of driving his car to Sharkey 8 saloon, 
where he met Jack Rose, Sam Schepps 
and Harry Vallon. They got into his 
ear, he said, and he drove to “Dago 
Frank’s” place with them and there 
Frank got in. Thence, he said, he 
drove the party to ‘‘Bridgie Webber's 
poker rooms, where his passengers left, 


es drew his car up across the street 
and waited twenty minutes. 

“Then Jack Rose came down and 
told me,” Shapiro continued, “to drive 
around to . Third street. 'GyP, 
‘Whitey,’ ‘Lefty’ and ‘Dago Frank’ got 
in and I drove to the Metropole. 

He Heard Four Shots 


The witness stopped his recita] to 
identify the gunmen as his passengers. 
“While on the way to the Metropole, 
he resumed, “I heard ‘Dago’ Frank 
say, ‘Everything is all right; no cops 
there; Becker said so.’ I stopped my 
car near the Metropole and they all 
got out. They had revolvers and I 
heard four shots.

Institute Workers Close Meeting and 
Agricultural College Lead- 
ers Open. 


Several hundred representatives of 
agricultural colleges and experiment 
stations are expected in Atlanta today 
to attend the annual convention af the 
association, which opens at the Pied- 
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mont hotel this morning, following 
the two-day session of the Farmers’ 
Institute Workers. 

Among those who have already ar- 
rived for the convention are Franklin 
Dye, of Trenton,. N. J., president of 
the institute workers; G. A. Gigauilt, 
cf Quebec, Canada, an expert on farm 
co-operaticn and the standardization 
of agricultural products and values; 
Dr. H. C. White, of Athens, Ga., and 
Congressman Dudley’ M. Hughes, of 
Danville, Ga. 


Problem of Negro Farmer. 


The problem of the negro farmers 
is being stressed by the farm work- 
ers. Professor W. C. Parks, instructor 
at the Colored Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College of Alabama, in dis- 
cussing the matter, said: 

“At each annual session of this as- 
sociation, I should like to see some 
account taken of the large and in.- 
creasing number of negro farm work- 
ers in the south. In southern agri- 
culture they form a condition, which 
cannot be solved by lesvirg it alone 
or by ignoring it. 

“The last census shows that there 
were 890,006 colored farm operators 
in the south. They cultivate 42,000,- 
000 acres of southern farm land or 
about 12 per cent of the acreage in 
southern fzr1ms.. The number of acres 
cultivated by the colored farmers in- 
creased in the last decade over 5,000,- 
400 acres or at the rate of 14 per cent 
cf farm acreage. 

“Again, there are 1,500,000 negro 
farm laborers in the south. These 
laborers and the colored farm opera- 
tors constitute 2,113,324 farm workers 
or about 40 per cent of the persons 
engaged in southern agriculture. The 
workers form a condition which will 
not permit southern agriculture to 
take its rightful place among the ad- 
vanced agricultura!' section. The 
farmers’ institute has been an ad- 
vance guard, and we feel grateful 
for the space given this subject upon 
the program at Columbus, Ohio, and 
we hope that this association will in- 
guire each year into the condition of 
this class of our citizens. Then, too, 
there is urgent need for closer co-op- 
eration batween the agencies working 
among the negro farm workers and 
those agencies working among the 
white people in rural districts.” 

Financing Needy Farmer. 

How to help finance the needy farm- 
er while he is producing .a crop and 
the best method to aid the farmer to 
secure the largest profit from his 
crop after being made were some of 
the problems which engaged the at- 
tention of the Farmers’ Institute Work- 
ers at their closing session Tuesday.

ASSURED MACON 


Central Won’t Wait Commis- 
sion’s Order Before Act- 
ing, Says A. J. Long. 


Macon, Ga., November 12.—(Special.) 
Following the visit of the members of 
the Georgia railroad commission to 
Macon today to famillarize themselves 
with the terminal situation in this 
city, A. J. Long, chairman of the termi- 
ral] committee of the Macon chamber of 
commerce, gave out a statement in 
which he declared that he had infor- 
mation that the Central of Georgia 
railway will- not wait for an order from 
the railroad commission before taking 
definite steps toward giving Macon 
better depot and terminal facilities. 

“After a discussion today with offi- 
cials representing the Central of Geor- 
gia and members of the commission I 
‘feel sure that the railroads are nearly 
ready to present a definite proposi- 
tion to the people of Macon,” said Mr.

The entire membership of the com- 
mission was represented, headed by 
Chairman Murphy Candler, while the 
railroads were represented by Vice 
President W. A. Winburn and Chief En- 
gineer C. K. Lawrence, of the Central 
of Georgia, and C. lL. Harris, general 
superintendent of the Southern rail- 
way, and E. E. Norris, of Atlanta, 
superintendent of the Atlanta division 
of the Southern railway. A commit- 
tee from the Macon chamber of com- 
merce officially represented the city 
of Macon. 

Vice President Winburn, of the Cen- 
tral, will ask that the conference call- 
ed by the Macon chamber of com- 
merce for December 12 to discuss the 
matter with the railroads be called 
off. Mr. Winburn intimates that be- 
fore that time definite announcement 
of the plans of the railroads will be 
announced. Officials of the Southern 
railway declined to talk.

Telegraph Employees Benefit With 
Those of Associated Companies 
in Big Fund. 


In connection with the announce- 
ment which has previously appeared 
to the effect that the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company is to 
enlarge upon its pension system to its 
old employees and its associated com- 
panies, the Western Union Telegraph 
company will algo take advantage of 
the new system, and President Vail’s 
notice to that effect follows, viz.: 

“To all Western Union Employees: 

“Tt affords me much pleasure to an- 
nounce that the provisional pension 
plan has been replaced by a permanent 
plan providing not only for pensions, 
but also for sickness and accident dis- 
ability and for life insurance, and that 
the company has set aside a liberal 
amount for the establishment of an 
employees’ benefit fund from which, 
beginning January 1, 1913, such bene- 
fits will be paid. * 

“Briefly, the plan provides for a 
pension of 1 per cent of the average 
annual pay during the ten years next 
preceding retirement for each year of 
continuous service, with a minimum 
of $20 per month to be paid to the 
following: 

“1, On application of the employee 
or in the discretion of the company to 
all male employees 60 years, and to 
all female employees 55 years of age 
who have been twenty or more years 
in the service. 

“2. In the discretion of the company 
to any employees whose term of em- 
ployment has been thirty years or 
more. | 

“3. In the discretion of the com- 
pany to any male employee aged 55 or 
female employee aged 50 whose term 
of employment has been twenty-five 
or more years. 

“For disability due to accidental in- 
jury incurred during employment and 
in the performance of work for the 
company full pay for thirteen weeks 
and half-pay until able to earn a live- 
lihood, or for remainder of disability 
not exceeding in either case six years 
in all. 

“For disability due to sickness or 
accidental injury during employment 
while not in the performance of work 
for the company as follows: 

“A. If term of employment is ten 
or more years, full pay for thirteen 
weeks, and half-pay for thirty-nine 
weeks. 

“B. If term of employment is five 
to ten years, full pay. for thirtecn 
weeks and half-pay for thirteen weeks. 

“Cc. If term of employment is two 
to five years, full’ pay for four weeks 
and half-pay for nine weeks. 

“These benefits beginning after sev- 
en.days of absence on account of sick- 
ness. 

“All employees having relatives de- 
pendent on them will be entitled to in- 
surance against death by accident ov- 
curring in and due to the perform- 
ance of work for the company in the 
sum of three years wages, not in ex- 
cess of a total amount of $5,000, pay- 
able to their dependent relatives. 

“All emplovees having relatives de- 
pendent on them and who have becn 
five years in the service will be en- 
titled to insurance against death in 
the sum equal to six months’ wage. 
When the term of employment has 
been from five to ten years, and to 
one years, wages when the term of em- 
ployment has been ten vears or mor», 
with the maximum of $2,000 in either 
case. Such insurapce is to be paid to 
the dependent relatives left by the em- 
ployee. THEO N. VAIL.”

Captain H. H. Tift, of Tifton, Ga., owner of.practically all 
the land in the county bearing his name, has introduced what is to 
this state a brand-new plan of rural development. At the last 
analysis, he purposes combating the recognized arid growing evil of 
tenancy and the drift from the country to the city by transforming 
Tift county into what he calls a “city of farms.” In this work, 
which The Constitution believes is destined to be widely copied 
throughout the south, he is associated with his son, H. H. Tift, Jr., 


Georgia known as the “wiregrass.”’ 

The Tift plan contemplates subdividing Tift county into small 
and large farms upon identically the same system that scientific 
engineers lay out the lots and streets of a city. As every city lot 
faces a street, every farm—big or litthe—in the Tift project in thit 
county will face a road. Jn no instance will the owner of such a 
farm be compelled to travel more than half a mile to reach a wide 
lateral highway tapping one of the roads leading to Tifton, the coun- 
ty seat. Laid out on the unit system, these farms will stretch for 
miles and miles, one adjoining the other, interconnecting invariably 
and mitigating that isolation that has heretofore militated so strong- 
ly against the other inducements of rural life. 

When it is remembered that besides Tifton there are six other 
towns in the county, and that educational and religious facilities are 
among the best in the state, it is seen at a glance that the Tift idea 
has gone right down to the root of the tangled rural problem. Re- 
inforcing the “city of farms” hypothesis are the twin facts that Tift 
county land ranges with the most fertile in Georgia, and that the 
Tift estate is in control of an acreage tremendous enough to mate- 
rialize the plan by the ingenious method described. Farms from 
five acres up will be available, and it is proposed to so arrange the 
terms as to fit the most modest pocketbook. Purchasers will not 
be accepted promiscuously. They must give due guarantees of 
character and thrift and of real ability to “make good” before be- 
coming members of what is, in reality, to-be a gigantic farm com-

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WHY AMERICA DOES NOT FEAR POLITICS. | 


The aftermath of the presidential election has faithfully borne 
out the reiterated prediction of The Constitution that the business | 
interests of the nation had outgrown their traditional fear of presi- | 
dential years. The party in power for nearly two decades has been 
overturned. A thorough-going, but sane, revision of the tariff is 
assured. Yet the stock market is in an even healthier condition than 
before the balloting, and industry generally refuses to halt its for- 
ward stride. 

The superficial analyst might be tempted to proclaim the expla- 
nation in the fact that, with the American, familiarity with politics 
breeds, not contempt, but rather indifference. ‘The causes for the 
economic and industrial phenomena now visible around us are, 
however, deeper-lying. In the first place, the changes inevitable 
under a democratic administration are not fads or innovations. They 
have“long been simmering in the public mind. For decades, the 
American public has had an opportunity to turn over.and examine 
the effect of a lowering in the tariff and other governmental read- 
justments. And no one is afraid of the outcome. 

Each generation of American voters think more intelligently, 
vote more independently than their predecessors. Each year, a 
larger number of them are able to accurately guage the effect of 
their votes upon the policies of the country-at-large. The process 
has been aided by the increasing facilities for education, and, almost 
equally, by the conscientiousness with which the press has exercised 
its duty of scattering imformation broadcast. Half-baked opinions 
are less and less fashionable. The partisan politician and the dema- 
gogue have rougher sledding than ever in the career of either, 

In a way, therefore, the industrial aftermath of the election is 
a tribute not only to the common sense, but also the increasing 
political acumen of the American voter, Fear and panic are based, 
primarily, upon ignorance and superstition. Replace these two 
latter elements with knowledge and the power to reason, and old 
bogies disappear, their place being taken by a calm sanity. So that 
the press and the little red schoolhouse have much to do with the 
fact that the after-throes of a political revolution find business pro- 
ceeding in its serene, uninterrupted fashion.

It shows we are learning the waste- 
fulness of flimsy construction and the 
wisdom of building houses that can 
withstand the ravuges of both time 
and fire. 

The southern bullding movement is 
not only heavier than it has ever 
been, but with the opening of the Pan- 
ama canal in prospect the bellef is 
general that we are svon to enter upon 
an era of expansion that will exceed 
all former records. Probably by 1926 
we shall have quite a number of cities 
of more than 250,000 inhabitants and 
they will be well-built, durable cities 
that will compare favorably with the 
large cities of any section or coun- 
try. 

Houston is certain to be one of 
these. Possibly Dallas, Fort Worth 
and San Antonio may also be in the 
list, and ranking well with such cities 
as Memphis, Birmingham and Atlan- 
ta if not above them.

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Says Congressmen Should Con- 
trol Local Patronage, 


State Chairman Declares He Will Not 
Interfere With Congressmen in 
Appointments. 


William J. Harris, chairman of the 
democratic state committee, on leav- 
ing Atlanta yesterday for Cedartown 
to attend the barbecue in his honor 
prepared by the citizens of Polk coun- 
ty, heartily indorsed the recent inter- 
view of Senator Bacon in regard to 
the outlook for a democratic congress 
and for party harmony. 

“IT am particularly pleased to note 
Senator Bacon's insistence that the 
members of the house of representa- 
tives, who immediately represent the 
people of their districts, should have 
a share in the distribution of patron- 
age,’ he said. “That has always been 
his position, as it was that of Sena- 
tor Clay during his long service in 
the senate. 

Entitled to Good Share. 


“The men in the lower house who 
have fought the battles of the party 
are entitled to a share in the fruits 
of victory. They are more immediate- 
ly in touch withthe people of their 
own sections, they know the relative 
merits- of various applications for fed- 
eral jobs and should be allowed to 
have full sway as to all local appoint- 
ments. 

“Of course it is the custom to allow 
senators to name the postmaster of 
their home town, but the member of 
congress representing the senator's 
own district names all the other post- 
masters usually. 

Time for Party Harmony. 


“The Constitution's editorial saying 
the democrats have simply been given 
an opportunity and not a vote of con- 
fidence, sized tp the situation accu- 
rately. We don’t want to make any 
mistakes and we want to preserve a 
united front. Harmony should be the 
watchword.” 

The position of Mr. Harris is some- 
what unique, since he was one of the 
most ardent supporters of Governor 
Wilson in the country, and it has been 
generally conceded by office-seekers 
that he would have the ear of the 
next president by virtue of -his sup- 
port, as well as because of his position 
as chairman of the state committee. 
Mr. Harris managed the pre-conven- 
tion campaign in Georgia for Governor 
Wilson and was one of the mest active 
and untiring workers at the Baltimore 
convention in behalf of the New Jer- 
sey man. 

Served Under Senator Clay. 

Mr. Harris has had a long and inti- 
mate acquaintance with the workine 
of the patronage system, because he 
was in Washington for years as th: 
confidential clerk of Senator Clay. 
They used to call him the “vice sef. 
ator from Georgia.” The experienc: 
gained there has served to point ou; 
the pitfalls and dangers that will fac. 
the democrats when they inherit un- 
restricted control of the government. 

In replying to all appeals made to 
him by those who are seeking offices, 
Mr. Harris has stated that he will nor 
attempt to interfere with members of 
congress in handling positions in their 
respective districts, believing that tha 
example of Senators Bacon and Clay is 
a good one to follow.

Washington. November 12.—Tie re- 
turn of democratic senators and repre- 
sentatives is bringing out a renewal 
of cabinet discussion, although the talk 
is, wholly conjectural, nothing having: 
come ‘from President-elect Wilson to 
indicate his line of action. Incoming 
democratic statesmen predict that -in 
filling his cabinet Mr. Wilson will give 
one Place to New York, another to New 
England and a third to Ohio or to one 
of tie other states of the middle west. 

It is the view in congressional cir- 
cles that at least two of the seats 
at the cabinet table will be assigned 
to the south, that one will go to the 
Pacific coast and another to the states 
immediately west of the Mississippi, 
including Missouri, Iowa, Kansas. and 
Nebraska. With this distribution there 
would be left two cabinet offices that 
might be filled for reasons of peculiar 
fitness or expediency? 

Senator O’Gorman’s name figures 
prominently in the talk of cabinet pos- 
sibilities, and speculation would assign 
him to the department of justice.

Causes General Consternation, 


Premier Killed While Looking at Shop 
Window---Assassin Then Tries 
to Kill Himself.

The assassin at- 
tempted suicide and it was first 
thought that he was dead, but when 
he had been carried to the hospital 
he was found to de living. 

No event since the throwing of the 
bomb at the carriage or King Alfonso 
on May 31, 1906, while the King was 
returning from the church after his 
marriage has caused such general con- 
sternation and such public sympathy. 

The assassination seems to be in no 
Way part of a widespread political plot 
of revolutionary movement, but an iso- 
lated crime for which the exact mo- 
tives remain obscure. The assassin, 
who was of Spanish birth, came re- 
cemtly from Buenos Ayres by way of 
Paris. Practically nothing is known 
about him. 

The king has appointed the foreign 
minister, Marquis Manuel Garcia 
Prieto, as premier pro tempore, and the 
liberal government, which Senor Ca- 
nalejas so conspicuousiy conducted for 
years, remains in power.

As he stop- 
ped for a moment at the shop window 
aman darted from a nearby doorway. 
He ran up behind the premier and 
fired four shots at ciose range.

ON FOREIGN NEWS 


Advance at Budapest Is Con- 
strued to Mean More 
Trouble Abroad. 


—— 


Chicago, November 12.—British con- 
sols and French rentes today reas- 
sured wheat traders, who for a while 
thought that a price advance at Buda- 
pest might mean the approach of hos- 
tilities between Servia and Austria. 
In consequence, the market closed 
steady at a net decline of 4% to %C. 
Corn finished 4% to %c down, and oats 
off %@%*% to %*%@%. In provisions the 
outcome varied from unchanged fg- 
ures to 124%ec advance. 

Although Budapest wheat quotations 
ran up 3% and made bul) speculators 
here uneasy, the fact that other Eu- 
ropean grain markets were all lower 
exerted a restraining influence. Some 
additional strength developed, how- 
ever, on account of the Argentine 
harvest being threatened by adverse 
weather. It was not until consols and 
rentes appeared to make certain a 
more peacetul outlook in Europe that 
the market turned decisively to the 
bear side. Much increase in the 
world’s available supply and heavy re- 
ceipts at primary terminals in this 
country acted also as a drag. Decem- 
ber fluctuated between 85% and 589%, 
with last sales %*@% net lower, at 
88% @ 89. 

Rain and snow gave temporary 
strength: to corn, but a forecast of 
cold, clear weather and wheat weak- 
ness tended to pull down the market. 
December ranged from 49% to 5U', 
closing steady, % under last night, at 
49%,@o00. Cash grades were dull; No. 
2 yellow was quoted at 59. 

Big receipts and the heaviness of 
other grain caused a sag in oats. 
Upper and lower levels for December 
were 31%@52% and 31, with the close 
at 31, a net decline of *@‘éc. 

The backbone of the provision mar- 
ket came frem commission house buy- 
ing, that ignored early weakness at 
the yards. Deceinber lard achieved the 
greatest advance, 12%c.

Offense of McNamaras Called Social 


Crime---Burns Scored for At- 


tacking Gompers. 
Rochester, N. Y., November 12.—The 
second day's session of the thirty-sec- 
ond convention of the American Fed- 


eration of Labor was occupied almost 
entirely with the reading of the re- 
port of the executive council. In it 


William J. Burns was arraigned as an 
example of his own characterization of 
private detectives and the investiga- 
tion ‘of the federation since the Mc- 
Namara trial was declared to be a con- 
certed attempt by employers’ associa- 
tions and subsidized newspapers to de- 
stroy the federation and bring its offi- 
cers into disrepute. 

Other parts of the report recom- 
mendéd that the convention take meas- 
ures to aid in the movement to abolish 
home work and referred to the con- 
servation of natural resources as a 

2easure in which labor is vitally in- 
terested and. should participate. 

Part of the report dealt with the boy 


scout movement. At the Atlanta con- 
vention of the federation a resolution 
Was presented denouncing the boy 


scouts of America as vreeders of mili- 
tarism and aniagonistic to labor. The 
report reviewed attempts by leaders of 
the scouts to eliminare the features 
that were objectionabie to labor and 
recommended that the convention this 
Year refrain irom denouncing the 
movement. 

Of the McNamarus the report said: 

“The McNamara offense was a social 
crime. Thinking people, who were 
made to realize the puvisonous, miasmic 
influences corrupting the atmosphere 
of industrial life, were well nigh over- 
whelmed by the weignt of collective 


responsibility devolVins upon them as 
“a result of the existence of such con- 
alitions. The McNamaras were either 


criminal 


criminally insane or insanely 
—elther cendition due to ftmperfect 
education, incomplete education or de- 
fective mentality. In any case, s0o- 
Clety is responsible. for not remedying 
the conditions. What concerns labor 
and society generaliy is preventive 
measures and human betterment, so 
that life and working conditions may 
be pure, wholesome and clean. Those 
infected by deadly sociai poisons due 
to socia! neglect are tie heritage of 
our oOWn aims and those of our fath- 
ers.” 

Of Burns’ connection with the Me- 
Namara cause the report said in part: 

“Burns has not and could not pro- 
duce a scintilla of evidence to sub- 
Sstantiate his oft-repeated misstate- 
ment, ‘“Gompers Knew. ”
